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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

Applicant's response dated June 11, 2007 included a hand drawn illustration depicting a 
close up view of the thread form between the outer race and the housing. The drawing 
figure was not labeled with a drawing number, and appeared to be for explanatory 
purposes. As there was no drawing objections in the previous Office Action, and 
applicant's remarks are silent to the drawing's presence or purpose, it is unknown what 
the reason for submission of the drawing is. The drawing will not be entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 46, 55, and 64 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
phrase "presented away", "presented inwardly", etc., while understandable, is 
confusing and awkward. The examiner is able to interpret the phrase as meaning the 
race is directed or aimed in a certain direction, however the claim would be easier read 
and better clarified with a phrase such as, -an inner raceway carried by the carrier, 
facing away from and inclined with respect to the axis- and -an outer race located in 
the bearing seat and having a raceway facing toward the inner raceway and is 
inclined..." Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 51, 53, 55-63 and, 73 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 51 recites the limitation "the fit", which lacks antecedent basis, and is 
referred to twice within the claim, referencing two different "fits". It is unclear which fit 
the limitation pertains to. 

Claim 53 recites "the end", which lacks antecedent basis, as the ends of the 
raceways are previously undefined. 

Claim 55 recites the limitation "is inclined in the same direction" (line 14), it is 
unclear with respect to what element the outer race is inclined in the same direction. 

Claim 73 recites the limitation "the tool" for which there is no antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 46-50, 52, 54, 64-72, and 74 are allowed/ 

Claims 51,53, 55-63, and 73 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
